brought tho hand down sideways with 
fearful force upon the stone about two 
inches from the end. 
W ith a crack tho 
stone brok e into several pioces, which 
flow off in different directions. 
Tho 
operation was exactly similar to that 
of a black smith wedding a sledge­ 
hammer. 
The last stone brok en was a 
nearly-round, tough-textured piece of 
white quartz, such as is often found 
along country roads. 
This was shivered 
into pieces. 
After the performance 
Muller's hand showed no sign of tho 
fearful blows except a slight redness.”

a report published in 18 8 1 it appears 
that the number of work men employed 
in tho cast-steel w*ork s amounts to 
11,211, and those employed in mines 
and forges to 8 ,39 4, being a total of 
19 ,605. 
To these wo may reck on tho 
families of the employes, numbering 
45,776, thus showing that 65,38 1 per­ 
sons were at that timo dependent on 
the Krupp establishment for their live­ 
lihood.

potamia. 
For years past this under­ 
tak ing has boon tho goal of rival specu­ 
lators.* English, French, and German 
company promoters, and even Ameri­ 
cans, have all sought to carry off what 
is justly regarded as the grand prix of 
Turk ish concession stak es, and neither 
tho whip of embassy assistance nor the 
spur of promised rewards has been 
wanting in the efforts made to bring 
the respective schemes up to tho w*in- 
ning-post of acceptance. 
Tho French 
ambassador is very irate at the de­ 
cision that has been made, and speak s 
of it as a second Egyptian convention. 
Ho is the more disgusted in that a 
French 
group, 
work ing under 
his 
patronage, had seemed, up to the very 
issuo of this iradeh, to bo mak ing all 
tho 
running. 
Moutebollo 
and 
his 
Russian ally both endeavored to lodge 
a protest with the grand vizier, but his 
highness shunted off their interference 
with tho rem ark that the construction 
of a railway in Turk ey which touched 
nowhere upon tho frontier of either 
Russia or Turk ey was a m atter that 
could not concern them. The projected 
lino is to run from Scutari, on the 
Bosphorus, to Bagdad. 
Tho line will 
traverse districts alternately rich in 
minerals and agricultural wealth, and 
in a few years will effect a greater 
change in the social condition of the 
inhabitants of Asia Minor than could 
bo brought about by any amount of re­ 
form edicts.

CHARM'S* OF JAPANESE WOMEN. 


T h e barramamla proves to be a con­ 
necting link of primary rank between 
the oldest surviving group of fishes and 
the lowest air-breathing animals, lik o 
tho frogs and salamanders.

its native streams at niglit and sets out 
on a foraging expedition after vegeta­ 
ble food in tho neighboring woodlands. 
I t has both lungs and gills. 
It can 
breathe either air or water at will, or, 
if it choses, the two together. 
Though 
covered with scales and most fish-lik e 
in outline, it presents points of anatom­ 
ical resemblance both to salamanders 
and lizards, and is a connecting bond 
between thé North American mud fish 
on the one hand and the wonderful lep- 
idosiren on the other. 


D r. P a kr a c hia has made a curious 
study of tho differences betw’eon crim ­ 
inals and law-abiding citizens as exhib­ 
ited by their walk . 
Ho has not onlv 
shown how* we may distinguish crim­ 
inals in general, but has laid the be­ 
ginning of the differential diagnosis 
between various evil-doers. 
He found 
that in criminals in general (obtained 
from the study of forty criminals) the 
left pace was longer than flio rig*lit, the 
lateral deviation of the right foot 
w a s 
greater than that of the left, and the 
angle formed by the axis of the foot 
with the straight line was greater on 
the left side than on the right. 
It 
would thus seem that, in general, the 


P r o f. M a r ia n o S kmmola, the famous 
Italian physician and sciential, who was 
present at the recent Medical Congress 
in Washington, created considerable 
sensation by his attack upon tlio Koch 
theory of microbes as a cause of dis­ 
ease. 
Tho position which ho took was 
that in most cases microbes wcro the 
effects, not the causes, of disease, and 
that tho only way in which it could be 
established that they were the causes 
would be to reproduce the disease 
artificially by them. 
Upon this point 
ho said: 
“Tho experiments made have 
not given any satisfactory results ex­ 
cept in carbuncle and tuberculosis. 
Thou to conclude hastily that this or 
that microbe in such and such a dis­ 
ease is tho cause is to but ignore or set 
aside tho experimental method. 
Tho 
demonstration 
which 
the 
experi­ 
mental 
method 
demand t 
in 
this 
case 
would 
bo 
complicated, 
be­ 
cause wo would not only have to k now 
that the microbe existed, but we would 
have to k now what was tho condition 
of tho blood necessary to the culture 
of that particular microbe, and science 
tells us that, for the present, this is a 
problem we cannot solved 
If this bo 
so, then aw ay goes tho theory of bac­ 
teriology. 
If more theories could go 
with it, and medical science could bo 
content with resting squarely upon 
demonstration, there would be less 
jumping at coticludons and more work ­ 
ing upon tin' linos of actual experiment. 
Meanwhile poor humanity can go on eat­ 
ing, ilriiik ing, and breathing microbes 
by millions without fear as to the result, 
until science can demonstrate the bane­ 
ful effects of these microscopic bacteria. 
\\ hen they can he demonstrated as 
causes of disease and bacteriology can 
counteract them, it will be timo to give 
them the attention that is due. 


Men o f Benins. 
So far from being narrow* the man 
<>f genius must, one should say, be 
broad in tho rauge of his conception, 
if not in that of his execution. 
Thero 
is a sense, indeed, in which every artist 
would be the gainer by becoming uni­ 
versal. 
Thus the poet ami tho painter 
may each profit from a full and exact 
study of the facts of natural sciences. 
But then the artistic benefit depends 
on the subject being studied not as a 
savant would study it, merely for the 
sak e of precise k nowledge, but for the 
sak e of the poetical aspects, relations, 
and suggestions which the facts pre­ 
sent. 
So true is this that ono is hardly 
going too far in laying it down as a 
canon that a painter ought not to bo a 
good reasoner on the causes of natural 
phenomena, and tlmt a painter ought 
not to be an authority in tho realm, 
say, of purely historical or ethical dis­ 
cussion. 
Tho lives of great men ofteu show’ll 
us a strange and perverse inclination to 
break through 
the bounds of their 
proper domain. 
More than one man of 
undoubleil genius has, it is averred, ex­ 
pressed regret that ho had not attained 
distinction in some other line than his 
own. 
Wolfe, when actually engaged 
in his last crow ning feat of generalship, 
is said to have declared that ho would 
sooner have written Gray’s “Elegy.” 
Goethe, not satisfied to bo tho greatest 
German poet, w as ambitious to become 
a servant as well. Suehs facts appear at 
first sight to contradict our theory, that 
superlative performance of any k ind 
implies a corresponding concentration 
of impulse. 
Yet the contradiction is 
only apparent. 
Wo may be sure that 
\\ olfe—who, by tho by, became a 
soldier soon after he was 13—was, on 
the w hole, more passionately desirous 
of military than of poetic distinction, 
just as we k now that in Goethe the 
poetic impulse was the most potent and 
permanent. 
Such 
occasional roving 
ambitious may mean nothing 
more 
than that the great man, lik e the small 
one, is apt to overestimate what lies 
beyond his reach, or perhaps that he, 
moro than common men, is aware of 
the limitations that hem him in, and is 
now and again disposed to rebel against 
them. — Gen tlema n 's Ma g a zin e. 


Pretty Leg ends Oniiec.eil with Trees. 
Near an old German castle is a lime, 
which a boy, accused of k illing his 
master, planted with its head in the 
earth, to attest his innocence if it grew 
and flourished. 
Two friends were at­ 
tack ed by robbers in a wood, and one of 
them was k illed. 
The robbers having 
been put to flight by a llash of light­ 
ning, the surviving friend, found k neel­ 
ing at the side of his dead companion, 
was condemned to death for his m ur­ 
der. 
On his way to execution ho 
planted a stick , which he adjured to 
tak e root and grow if ho w*as innocent; 
as, of course, it is proved that he w as 
by the beautiful apple tree that the 
stick ^became. 
Somewhat similar is the 
account of the Luther elm near Worms. 
A bigoted old Catholic ladv, planting 
a stick in tho ground, declared her 
resolution not to accept the new faith 
till that dry stick became green. 
The 
fact that it did so proves the interest 
tak en by trees in tho preservation of 
orthodoxy, but it would seem that the 
elm tree tak es a special interest in 
m atters of this sort, for is not the elm 
tree the symbol of St. Zenobius, when 
tho coffin of that saint was carried past 
it a dry elm tree suddenly burst into 
leaf?” 
Another way by which trees revealed 
their inherent sympathy with humanity 
is by bleeding. 
Both Virgil and Ovid 
toll the story of Polydoro, ono of the 
Priam 's sons, intrusted to the care of a 
k ing of Tliraco, and by him k illed after 
the tak ing of Troy; from his grave 
there grew a m yrtb, which, when 
Eneas pluck ed its boughs, bled in a 
pure human fashion, much to that 
hero’s dismay. 
The present writer 
himself lias searched for an oak tree in 
a Surrey wood which was said to show 
a blood-red sap in memory of a m ur­ 
der committed in its vicinity. 
At all 
events, if a deed of blood had been 
committed near the spot the tree in 
question had forgotten atl about it, for 
no blood issued from its wound, and 
disbelief in bleeding trees had to add 
itself to many another negative conclu­ 
sion. 
The peculiarities, no less than the 
existence, of trees, admit of m ytho­ 
logical explanation; and strangely ab­ 
surd those 
explanations 
often are. 
Here, for instance, is one of tho jagged 
form of the oak leaves, an explanation 
of tho same order as that which traces 
the minute holes in tho leaves of the 
St. John's wort to the needle witli 
which tho devil prick ed it as a punish­ 
ment for its devil-dispelling ¡lowers. 
The devil agreed with a man that lie 
should have the latter's soul at the 
time when the oak leaves fell; but 
when he came to look at the oak in the 
autumn he found it still in leaf, nor did 
it part with its old leaves till the new 
ones began to sprout.

manner that mak es up the agreeable 
sum total of the average young girl or 
matron. 
As well in tho brisk , bronze- 
check ed serving-maid, with lier homely 
but tasteful garments, her eyes of k ind­ 
ness, andjher pretty ways, as in the re­ 
fined little ladv of high degree, pale- 
sk inned and gentle-mannered, in her 
rich, exquisitely neat dress of ceremony, 
tho visitor and the resident alik e recog­ 
nize most pleasing specimens of wo­ 
mank ind. 
But they also recognize 
how much of tho general outward effect 
is really duo to the picturosquenesa of 
the national garb. 
If confirmation of 
this be needed, it is sufficient to behold 
the same women clad in foreign clothes, 
or to mix in any gathering whore the 
two 
stylos 
can 
be seen together. 
Mak ing full allowances for the disad­ 
vantages that, in the nature of things, 
must tell agaiust a costume to which 
the wearer is wholly unaccustomed, no 
ono who lias oyea to see can then hesi­ 
tate as to the artistic superiority of the 
Japanese apparel. 
And, beside its 
esthetic merits, the latter has other 
points of excellence. 
It is healthy, in* 
that it involves no distortion or com­ 
pression of the k inds imposed by W est­ 
ern fashions.

Japanese belle, lik o all of her sex, de­ 
lights in having good clothes and plenty 
of them, she has, or at least has hitherto 
had, the comfortable assurance that 
her ever-increasing wardrobe is in no 
danger of being at any moment thrown 
out of date by the caprices of court 
milliners and fashion mongers. 
Lastly, 
it is admirably suited to tho beautiful 
fabrics of tho country. 
It is no wonder, 
then, that the grievous change now in 
progress is loudly deprecated bv nearly 
all onlook ers. 
With most of us the 
first feeling is one of the wrathful indig­ 
nation. 
That the Japanese, who are 
nothing if not artistic, should set them­ 
selves in this cold-blooded way to blot 
out one of the most delightful and 
picturesque 
features in 
the 
whole 
national life is regarded as incredible, 
unnatural, and exasperating. 
It is 
vandalism; it is sacrilege; it is mimicry; 
it is everything that is bad. 
That is 
the general lament, and there seems to 
be a good d ial in its favor. 
But, ou 
the other hand, it is possible that a 
sacrifice so deplorable and so palpably 
to Japan’s loss rests on no stronger or 
higher ground than a giddy aspiration 
to ape, even to the bitter end, the 
pomps and fashions of tho W est V 
It is 
a habit in certain quarters to speak of 
the Tapanese as a nation of children, 
always thirsting after somo new* toy. 
Yet that character will hardly he as­ 
signed to Count Ito, even by the most 
reck less of censors.

The Capital or Canals 
Ottawa was fixed on by the Queen ns 
the site of the capital of the new united 
province of Canada, 
Quebec, Mon­ 
treal, Kingston, and Toronto put in their 
claims, and the contest was peculiarly 
keen between Vpi*erand Lower Canada, 
as tlio position of the capital would in­ 
volve at least the temporary predomi­ 
nance of the English or i reneli cle­ 
ment 
The Queen, to whom the ques­ 
tion was referred as being too difficult 
and delicate for provincial .solution, 
preferred Ottawa, to the displeasure of 
i-ourso of every one ot the other e> idi- 
dates, and to the general surpriei of 
Canada. Ottawa has but lately emerged 
into notice from the obseuro name of 
liytown; it is the sm allest of all the 
com potitors, having only 15 ,001) inhabi­ 
tants, and is far removed f rom the great 
thoroughfare of traffic in tho valley of 
the HU Lawrence. 
The reasons that 
seemed to have influenced the Queen s 
counselors were these—all the other 
candidates were decidedly either m 
Upper or Lower Canada, but Ottawa is 
on the boundary of both provinces, the 
river Ottawa forming a marked division 
between the Fronch and English popu­ 
lations. 
It was therefore a compro­ 
mise by an arbiter, where tho disput­ 
ants, if left to themselves, might have 
pushed the case to a disruption. 
In 
case of war, moreover, Ottawa is farther- 
est removed frcm the frontier of the 
United States, and is suscontible of be­ 
ing strongly fortified. 
Although in a 
part of tho country that has not yet 
been fully opened up, it has a great ex­ 
tent of the very best land around it, 
and needs onlv some stimulus to become 
a thriving and populous center. 
The city of Ottawa, like tho country 
of which it is capital, is to bo judged 
more by its futuro than its prosent. 
There aro many inhabitants in it older 
than its first house, and 1 havo con­ 
versed with a good old lady who lived 
two months on the site of tho Parlia­ 
ment House, in a hut with a barrel for 
a chimney. 
All was then unbroken 
forest, and she had to wait these t-wc 
months till a road could be cut to her 
husband’s concession twenty miles off. 
Even now tho primitive pine groves 
and cedar thickets can l>e seen close at 
hand, seals are seen disporting them­ 
selves in tho river, and a fox who com­ 
mits nightly depredations on tho poul- 
try has his headquarters beneath tho 
Parliament House, and defies dislodg- 
ment. 
Tho town is already stretching 
out around, occupying at least three 
times the spaed that would be allotod to 
tlie inhabitants of the old country. 
Broad rectangular streets run far out 
into the country, many of them marked 
by two or three houses, somo by none, 
but all appearing duly completed in tho 
map. 
A good arrangemont this, so far 
as light and air are concerned, when 
the sun is in the sky, but rather incon­ 
venient when night comes into tho ques­ 
tion, and rain or thaw sots in. 
Light­ 
ing and paving then are felt to bo at sad 
discount, or, if attempted on a comfort- 
ablo scale, tlie pockots of tho taxpayers 
feel tho burden. 
It is doubtless this 
circumstance that makes tho local taxes 
in American towns a more serious item 
than tho contributions to the general 
revenue. 
Other things in Ottawa have 
commenced on a largo scale. 
Tho 
hotels aro metropolitan in size and ap­ 
pearance, and several daily papers wage 
tierce warfare with each other. 
In re­ 
gard, however, to these matters, hot, ds 
and newspapers, Ottawa is not dis­ 
tinguished from Canadian towns of the 
same size. 
A stranger cannot under­ 
stand how such large hotels can be sup­ 
ported in small towns, with no great 
influx of visitors, and yet they seem to 
get along and prosper. 
Tho system of 
boarding, instead of living in their own 
houses, seems to be that which supports 
many of them, although in Canada this 
does not prevail to anything like the 
same extent as in tho States. 
As to 
the daily papers, not much that is 
eulogistic can 
be 
said. 
They 
are 
meager in general news, and pervaded 
by a bitter spirit of personal attack, 
that is happily disappearing from the 
old country.—liev. J o hn A er, D. J J .

Ho concludes 
this fact that sugar from sorghum will 
never be an industry that any one can 
long engage in, as the results will be 
more or less accidental. 
Sometimes 
plants may yield a good percentage of 
sugar, at other times none at all. 
It lias been laid down by M. Cliev- 
reul that the human eye cannot bo 
long employed in the perception of a 
given color without tending to become 
insensible and to arouse an impression 
similar to that ordinarily produced by 
the perception of white light. 
Dr. 
lioclard lias also noticed that when tho 
eyo is directed for a time upon a col­ 
ored field, the other eyo being closed, 
if tho eyo which was opon bo in turn 
closed and the other opened a specter 
of the complementary color will be per­ 
ceived; thus, if tho right eye has ob­ 
served a red disk, tlie left being shut, 
a reversal of this state of things would 
result iu tho perception of a green 
disk bv the freshly opened left eye. In 
virtue of tho same property of the eye, 
when two tints are placed beside each 
other the nearest edge of the one will 
appear as though deprived of all tho 
colored rays which it may have in com­ 
mon with the other.

is produced with grays non-colored, 
that is to say, formed simply of white

any form in the states or territories or other 
places over which the U nited States ha \«? ex­ 
clusive jurisdiction.

would put an end to special and provisional 
legislation upon a ilisturb ing question.

would stand as a solem n and delib erate 
verdict of the A m erican people against the 
practice of polygam y either as a social insti­ 
tution or religious rite, and would serve as a 
ram part for the protection of m onogam y 
the texlrock of A m erican and European 
civilization—against an A siatic vice.

The admiralty decision 
will, no doubt, be taken to the supreme court, 
where a final judgment wiU be obtained.

Now, during tho decade begin­ 
ning with 18 70, the natural increase of 
population by reproduction is known to 
have been 22.78 per cent., or at tho av- 
orago rato of 2.28 per cent, a y ear. 
Even on tlio principle that the ratio of 
natural increase is decreasing, as, in 
point of fact, it probably is, it would 
still seem safe to place the ratio during 
the present decade as high as 21 per 
cent, or 2.1 per cent, each y ear. 
At 
this rato tho increase for the past seven 
y ears would bo 7,371,471. 
Meanwhile, 
without counting the immigrants from 
Canada during the past two y ears, the 
gain from immigration has been 3,79 3,- 
002. 
These figures, added to the pop­ 
ulation of 18 8 0, give a present total of 
01,318 ,38 0. Even if the annual increase 
is considered as only 2 per cent, tho 
population would be a million more 
than the actuary ’s estimate. 
It is safe 
to say , therefore, that our population 
is at present more than 00,000,000. 
It 
is in any event growing so rapidly that 
there is no need of a low class of for­ 
eign accessions. 


T h e Conservatives of England havo 
lately been greatly shocked by Glad­ 
stone’s approval of the tunnel project 
to connect that country with France. 
Ever since Napoleon’s time England 
has been sensitive about tlio dangers of 
a French invasion, and this prejudice 
against a tunnel is only one evidence of 
a morbid feeling that cannot be rea­ 
soned out, as it baa never been reasoned 
into the public. 
A forco of lifty men 
on either the English or French side 
could guard either country against in­ 
vasion from tho other; but frightened 
people do not rogard facts as obvious 
as this. 
The commercial advaut ages 
of a tunnel would be important to both 
countries, and Mr. Gladstone does well 
to make his appeal to the sober sense 
of the people. 
The Conservatives can­ 
not well bo madder at him than they 
are now, and in attacking their preju­ 
dices on a now side he obliges them to 
take up a new line of thought that may 
compel some to come in harmony with 
himself. 
The fear of the tunnel is not 
more baseless than the fear of home 
rule; but some may have one without 
the other, and as the habit of reasoning 
rightly grows by use, it will in time be 
ex tended far bey ond its original be­ 
ginnings. 
It is in this way that truth 
finally overcomes the most obstinate 
prejudices. 
The man is appealed to on 
some side where he is not guarded, and 
when his confidence is gained he may 
be easily diverted in an entirely oppo­ 
site direction from that he first intended 


to go.

Wh en th e tw elfth number was 
reach ed th e publish ers sent th e auth or 
a ch eck for £ 500 as a practical expres­ 
sion of th eir gratification. 
During th e 
publication of th e work Dickens re­ 
ceived from th e same source several 
ch ecks, amounting to £ 5,000, in addi­ 
tion to th e fifteen guineas per number 
wh ich it was agreed sh ould be paid h im.
